A-spicy writer in Life Illustrated says : — 
*f.Y*u are a jttebian," said an ancient snob to 
C lee no. " Yes'," replie'd the Roman orator, " the 
nobility of my family begins in me, that of yours 
will Mid with yon." Dtboris honor, and be who 
scorns the lsborer.necd not envy the donkey i's 
redundancy of cur. Let us look at this subject 
philosophically. While it is true that the. fanners 
are themnst independent class of workers in the 
world, it is also true that rhey labor more hours 
and harder than most classes of men. They usually 
rise before the sun his struck u light, and work 
until "evening lets her curtain-down, and pins it 
wiih a stnr." Not h few voluntarily made slaves of 
themselves until tlTcy employed machinery, which 
has no aching 'bones, no nervous energy to be 
exhausted, and is u'ver prostrated by fatigue, 
liven now, vast multitudes of furmers work too 
much; they do so because there is so much to be 
done — bi'diusp so many person's shirk '.he yoke of 
labor, and seek ignoble ease in kid gloves and 
ailk stockings, and the task of toil talk, unequally 
upon the industrious, It is a common Baying, 
crystolized into a proverb, that the worts of woman 
is never done. Half the women in the world are 
household drudges. We are paradoxical crea- 
tures. One class of men make d'dls of their 
daughters, and seem lo think the chief object of 
life is to teach them how lo make lambs and linos 
lie down peacefully in the milleniuui of their 
worsted work ; another class run to the opposite 
extreme, and, to use the mildest form of speech, 
permit them to make slaves of themselves. On 
Monday the woman must wash, and draw the 
water from a drop well or distant spring, when a 
few dollars would put a pump in the house. On 
Tuesday she must iron, on Wednesday she must 
churn, on Thursday she must buko, on Friday she 
must sew, on Saturday she mu-t patch, and on 
Sunday she must .stay at home and take care of 
the children. Now, thrse labors must be per- 
formed by somebody, but they can be lightened and 
abridged so that labor will he a pleasure as well as 
a duty. Let the ornamental and the useful be 
united in the education of girls. Let them play 
on the wash-tub and the piano, thread the mea- 
dows and t'ie needle, make beds of (lowers as well 
as beds of feathers. 

Lynch Law. — The Cairo correspondent of the 
New York Times writes from Camp Defiance, 
June oth, as follows : 

I had an opportunity to-day of seeing the fruits 
of another (>• .he ' peculiar' customs of the South, 
namely, the application of Lynch law in punish- 
mc"t for political sentiment. A man by the name 
of Frnrier has just arrived from Mobile, bringing 
with him, apparently a good deal to his surprise, 
his head safe upon his shoulders, but very greatly 
to the astonishment and admiration of our North- 
ern savages, put accustomed to the delicate refine- 
ments of Southern life, with the hair so nicely 
shaven from the left half of it us to suggest the 
idea of a monk half way into the. sacred office, and 
irresolute whether to go through or back out. 
FrHglcr is a native of New Jersey ; has lived a long 
time in the South; is evidently a decent, hard- 
working man. and owns a little house in Borne 
town in Alabama, which has cost him the savings 
of a lifetime. His house had once been visited by 
a party of rull'ims called a Vigilance Committee, 
with the design of punishing him for the utter- 
ance, of Union sentiments ; but having been 
warned of the attack, he was not altogether un- 
prepared, and, upon the party oll'ering rudeness to 
his wife, and dragging her out of the house, se- 
verely Injuring her hand In bo doing, lie fired upon 
upon them, killing one and seriously wounding 
another. After this he was compelled teenier 
the Confederated army, tn save his life; but, his 
fidelity being of so doubtful a character, he was 
finally seized one night, conveyed to a prison in 
Mobile, and there, after a short confinement, sub- 
jected to the tonsorial process before mentioned, 
Mid allowed to depart to the North. On landing 
at Cairo, such hud been his stale of continued ap- 
prehension, that it wag some time before he could 
realize that he was ill ft place of sufety, and at lib- 
erty to give expression 10 the Sentiments he enter- 
tained. His ereat desire is, now, lo gel his family 
from the South and to serve his country in the 
way which he can do it most elfeclivcly. The 
most Intense Indignation and disgust at the despi- 
cable character of the Southern mobocrats was 
excited by l'rar.ier's appearance and story.

Tub Knci.iks of the Warrior — The ex- 
perimental e.uriassed ship Warrior, now in 
emme of consiruciion by ihe British Admi- 
ralty, it rapidly approaching completion, nl- 
tlioiioh in consequence ol'tho novelty jind 
importance of I he 'principles involvbd in lier 
design, she will not probably ba fully equip- 
ped for sea before the rhitldle or end of Sep- 
tember. The engines of this iron Titan are 
described by the EtlBlish papers as marvels 
ofniechaiiical simp'icity, symmetry; Btrengtb, 
concentration of power, ami beauty of woi te- 
rtians hip— indeed the most splendid speci- 
mens of marine engines ever producei . 
Nominally yielding an aggregate force of 
1250 horses, their real power Will probably 
be but little if at all shoit of 6000 horses. 
Each cylinder is nine feel four inches in 
diameter, and they require for theirjotnl ser- 
vice the eYaporalibn tit 16,250 gallons, or 
•Lb'OO cubic feet of water per hour. The main 
steam pipe is 2 feet 8 inches across, and a 
hitr man conld not only pass down it and 
either of iis branches into ilie cylinders; but 
thence through the passages of ilic side 
valves into Ihe condensers themselves. In 
these littler ho would find himself in ft two- 
roomed space 15 feel l-ms by 12 feel broad 
and 8 feci li i trh , each compartment supplied 
with a pipe '.I feet in diameter for condensing 
purposes, and with a 7-ihcli pipe for convey- 
ing die hot water naek again to the boilers. 

To set these engines in motion, ten boilers 
are required, ranged five on either side of 
the ship, and each" fed by lour furnaces— 
forty in all— with a stokehole or pasaiigo 
between mure than 12 feel wide, every boiler 
with a complement of d-10 lubes, through 
which the flame passes, and capable of con- 
iaining, wh»fi filled lo their working level* 1,9 
t.ms, or 425G gallons of water. Tim weight 
of the piston ami ihe parts connecting it with 
Ihe crank is no less than thirteen Ions, lliu 
stroke four feet, and ihe number of revolutions 
calculated at iilty per minute. The main 
shall is forged in one piece of malleable iron, 
;!0 feet lone; and 'JO inches in diameter, hav- 
ing two cranks in its length; out out of the 
solid. It is a remarkable piece of smith's 
work. The screw, 24 feel in diameter, made 
entirely ol 21m metal; ami weighing about 
18 tons, is 120 feet from the engines, and is 
connected with the innin shaft by a succes- 
sion of shafts, each '2(i feet long by 18 inches 
in diameter. The hearings on which the 
sciew woiks are lined with lignum vilce, by 
which the immense. dost of repairs from the 
effect of friction on the old brass bearings is 
roduced to a nominal amount. The Warrior 
will have two funnels, each 8 feet in diame- 
ter and 26 feet above ihe deck, but of course 
made telescopic. Taken altogether, the 
machinery required for propulsion will weigh 
890 tons." The slcru and ruddet posts on 
whioh the snew revolves are prodigious 
lorgings, involving such extraordinary dil'.i- 
uulties in their execution that the former 
was only completed afiernine months' lahpr, 
carried on day and tiight, without intermis- 
sion. Sii admirably is the mammoth en- 
ginery of this great vessel concentrated, that 
ihe engines and boilers are placed seven 
feet below the line at which any lire of an 
enemy could reach them. Allhough her 
Weight, when armed and equipped, will be 
(JUDO tuns, it is calculated thai the Warrior 
will attain a speed hitherto unknown in Ihe 
British navy.

Garibaldi as a Legislator. 

The Turin correspondent of the London Daily 
lS r ews, wriling of a recent date, thus describes the 
appearance of Oaribaidi as a legislator : 

General Garibaldi (I say it with sincere regret) 
has lost by his conduct in parliament a great part 
Of his prestige. His fantastic style of dress erm- 
trastrd with our plain clothes, and his striking 
countenance, would have produced on the depu- 
ties, us they have on the people at large, an effect 
the reverse of unfavorable, if tl.cy had been ac- 
companied hv good sense nod eloquent speech. 
Hut it must lie confessed that a strong and some- 
what imperious voice was the only attribute mani- 
fested in the chamber that at all corresponded to 
his imposing appearance. His rough, ill chosen, 

and nittn incoherent Language'; is s »tlinent of 

itselfto prove that he is out qualified either lor 
discussion or administration in a civilized country, 
lie had to deal with a man of lofty character, 
Baron Rlcasoli, nnd a man of genius, Count Ca- 
vour, and his words and actions showed that he 
was. Incapable of comprehending either of them, 
lie was, in (act, a rugged and Indomitable unerilla 
chieftain, in ft sober, business-like, deliberative 
assembly. To ihe courteous and conciliatory lan- 
guage Ol Cavour he answered rudely — r.nr inten- 
tionally, but from bimirmice; in 11 word he was 
thoroughly out of his eh merit. 

In the midst of unwise or selfish counselors the 
weak side of his character is exposi d ; he dors not 
know the usages of European society, nor has he 
the discretion to sebct for advisers men who could 
and would keep him from blundering instead of 
leading him into mischief. In the chamber, when 
he read his remarks, he was mure unfortunufethan 
when he spoke them; because he read what had 
been written by others, who are making use of 
this great, blind man for their own purposes. 
This sometimes prodtfees amusing rcsul's i for 
instance, l.e presented an order of the day ; sub- 
sequently he announced thtlt he should not vote 
fur it, because it had been drawn up by other per- 
sons, and did not express his views.

Bill to Regulate the Legal Profession. 

The following is a copy of the petition presented 
on the 24th inst. to the House of Assembly : 
The humble petition of the undersigned, barristers 
at law and iittornica practising in the Colony of 
Vancouver Island, shewetb : 
That a bill has been brought forward In your 
honorable House for regulating the legal profes- 
sion which ullVcts the constitution of the said pro- 
ision without benefitting the public. 
That the said bill has been introduced without 
previous consultation Wi h us the undersigned, 
who constitute the majority of the legal proleosion 
on the said island. 

That by the lules and manner of proceeding of 
the Supremo Court of Civil Justice of Vancouver 
Islai'd is was ordered, 

" That the hamsters of the court shall he al- 
lowed lo'uct as solicitors, and the solic tors of the 
court, to act as banisters so long as there is not a 
sufficiency of barristers or solicitors competent and 
witling tii act for the suitors of the said court in 
those capacities and during tnc the time of such a 
deficiency only." 

That in pursuance of an qrdcr.ipf the Queen's 
most Exec llc'nt Majesty in Council dated -1th April, 
18 G, Ihe Supreme Cimrt of Civil Justice was em? 
poweied to make rules and ordcis from time to 
time to he made and published. 

That in pursuance of the said order in Council 
the Chief Justice of the said Court did issue an 
Order of the said Court dat. d 3d April, 18b':), which 
said i rdcr was to take effect uud he in force from 
and aftei the iid July, lb'UU. 

That by the said order it was amongst other 
things ordered as follows : — 

And Whereas permission was granted by the 
Sixth Rule of the aforesaid Orders of 12th Oct., 
18..7 to the Uairislers of the Court to act as 
Barristers so long only as ihei p were not a suffic- 
iency of Barristers and Solicitors competent and 
willing to act for the suitois in these capacities.
